“ We’re now' in the process of 
discussing the issues with offi­ 
cials of General Motors Tern- 
stedt Division in Trenton,” De­ 
nied! said, “and we’ll keep at 
it every day — and night if ne­ 
cessary — to reach an agree­ 
ment by the end of the w eek.” 


Demech said he hoped the is­ 
sues could be resolved by mid­

GM Personnel Vice President 
Louis G. Seaton said he was 
“ very happy to announce” the 
settlem ent, but added “the par­ 
ties have yet to resolve local 
demand 
issues at 117 of 130 
plants and a new national con­ 
tract will not become effective 
until these matters are resolved 


and the agreement is ratified." 
Local Problems Priority 
Seaton said union and com ­ 
pany bargainers would continue 
to concentrate their efforts on

be cleaned up.
